Over 20,000 killed, $2.8 billion stolen as crime increases 18% 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Crim­ 
inals killed mo re than 20,000 
peo ple and sto le pro perty wo rth 
$2.6 billio n as crime in the 
United States increased 18 per 
cent last y ear, the FBI said to ­ 
day in its final 1974 repo rt o n 
crime. 
Thiev es made o ff with lo o t 
v alu ed at mo re than the Ju stice 
Department’s annu al bu dget 
and mo re than twice what it 
takes to ru n the city o f Chicago 
fo r a y ear. 


Teen-agers were arrested fo r 
nearly o ne-third o f the 10 mil­ 
lio n crimes repo rted to po lice, 
altho u gh perso ns fro m 10 to 17 
acco u nt fo r o nly 16 per cent o f 
the natio n’s po pu latio n. 
Abo u t half o f all tho se ar­ 
rested fo r bu rglaries, mo to r v e­ 
hicle thefts and larcenies were 
teen-agers, the repo rt said. 
Firearms were u sed in 6 8 per 
cent o f all mu rders, 44 per cent 
o f the ro bberies, and 25 per 
cent o f the serio u s assau lts, the 


repo rt said. 
The grim statistics emerged 
fro m the FBI’s annu al repo rt 
and analy sis o f the nu mber o f 
o ffenses and arrests repo rted to 
v irtu ally all state and lo cal law 
enfo rcement agencies. Ttie FBI 
and o ther ex perts say many 
mo re crimes are nev er repo rt­ 
ed to po lice. 
The FBI earlier had esti­ 
mated there were 17 per cent 
mo re crimes co mmitted in 1974 
than a y ear earlier. The final 


repo rt sho wed the increase ac­ 
tu ally was 18 per cent. 
The crime rate is the nu mber 
o f o ffenses per 100,000 citizens. 
“These final figu res merely 
u ndersco re what we already 
kno w. The pro blem o f serio u s 
crime is immense,’’ said Atty . 
Gen. Edward H. Lev i. 
“A 
co o rdinated natio nal respo nse 
by all segments o f the criminal 
ju stice sy stem and at all lev els 
o f so ciety is v ital if we are to 
bring this pro blem u nder co n­ 


tro l.’’ 
There were 4,821 crimes per 
100,000 citizens in 19 74, the re­ 
po rt said. 
Increases were reco rded fo r 
all sectio ns o f the co u ntry and 
fo r all sev en crime catego ries 
measu red — mu rder, rape, ro b­ 
bery , assau lt, bu rglary , larceny 
and v ehicle theft. 
The v io lent crimes o f mu r­ 
der, rape and assau lt acco u nt 
fo r hardly mo re than a half­ 
millio n o f all repo rted o ffenses. 


The far mo re nu mero u s cases 
o f ro bbery , bu rglary , larceny 
and v ehicle theft co st the na­ 
tio n an estimated $2.6 billio n. 
The repo rt said po lice reco v ­ 
ered lo o t v alu ed at $821 millio n, 
abo u t 31 per cent o f the to tal. 
The 
statistics 
sho wed 
a 
marked increase in the nu mber 
o f teen-agers arrested fo r mu r­ 
der as well as fo r ro bbing and 
stealing. Ten per cent o f the 
16 ,000 perso ns charged with 
ho micide were u nder 18. 


Du ring the past fiv e y ears, 
the repo rt said, “there was a 51 
per cent increase in the nu m­ 
ber o f perso ns u nder 18 y ears 
o f age arrested fo r m u rder.’’ 
By co ntrast, the nu mber o f 
adu lts arrested fo r mu rder in­ 
creased o nly 29 per cent du ring 
the same perio d. 
“In the su bu rban areas,’’ the 
repo rt said, “the inv o lv ement 
o f the y o u ng age gro u ps in po ­ 
lice arrests is markedly higher 
than the natio nal figu res.

RAMBOUILLET, 
France 
(AP) — Leaders o f the wo rld’s 
six majo r indu strial natio ns in­ 
clu ding President Fo rd to day 
ended three-day talks with a 
pro mise o f mo re jo bs, lo wer 
prices and greater eco no mic se­ 
cu rity fo r their peo ple. 
A declaratio n in the names o f 
the leaders 
o f 
the United 
States, West Germany , Italy , 
France, Britain and Japan 
said: 
The indu strial demo ­ 
cracies hav e decided to reso lv e 
the high rate o f u nemplo y ment, 
co ntinu ing inflatio n and the 
grav e pro blems o f energy .” 
The leaders, who met at a 
14th centu ry chateau 28 miles 
so u thwest o f Paris, said they 
had set o u t to identify the pro b­ 
lems besetting their co u ntries 
and to chart the* co u rse they 
mu st fo llo w in the fu tu re to ­ 
ward pro sperity . 
On the shared go al to end the 
wo rld recessio n, the six natio n­ 
al leaders said: “We will no t 
allo w the reco v ery to fail. We 
will no t accept a new u psu rge 
o f inflatio n.” 
The six defined their mo st u r­ 
gent task as being the achiev e­ 
ment o f “stable and du rable 
gro wth which will re-establish 
bu siness and co nsu mer co n­ 
fidence” and cu t back emplo y ­ 
ment with its waste o f hu man 


reso u rces. 
On the key issu e o f wildly 
flu ctu ating ex change rates that 
threatened the co llapse o f the 
wo rld mo ney sy stem the dec­ 
laratio n made these po ints: 
—Mo netary au tho rities, pre­ 
su m ably 
m eaning 
central 
banks, will act to co u nter dis­ 
o rder in the mo ney markets 
cau sed by specu latio n and o th­ 
er facto rs. 
—The co nference as a who le 
hailed the apparent co nciliatio n 
o f American and French v iews 
o n the need fo r stability and o n 
way s o f achiev ing it. 
William E. Simo n, U.S. secre­ 
tary o f the Treasu ry , to ld re­ 
po rters ho wev er “no agreement 
o f any kind o n fix ed ex change 
sy stems o r co ntro ls” had been 
reached. He added: 
“There 
was a reco gnitio n o f the ex ist­ 
ing sy mpto ms o f flo ating ex ­ 
change rates — an the freedo m 
o f indiv idu al co u ntries to ado pt 
flex ible ex change rates within 
the general internatio nal gu ide­ 
lines.” 
It was plain Simo n was try ­ 
ing to stress that no “zo nes o r 
bands” o f flu ctu atio ns had been 
agreed and that the U.S. do llar 
will remain free to flo at as it 
has been do ing fo r y ears. 
Fo rd, meantime, issu ed a 
statement o f his o wn hailing 


the o u tco me o f the talks as 
“su ccessfu l in all respects” and 
salu ting the “new spirit” o f 
Rambo u illet. 
“Perhaps o u r mo st impo rtant 
acco mplishment o v er the past 
sev eral day s has been o u r rec­ 
o gnitio n that the o bjectiv e o f 
su stained and stable eco no mic 
gro wth will be facilitated by 
o u r co mmo n effo rts,” he said. 
“We reached su bstantial agree­ 
ment o n a nu mber o f issu es 
co ncerning mo netary po licy , 
trade, energy and o u r relatio ns 
with the dev elo ping wo rld.” 
The “new spirit” o f Ram­ 
bo u illet, Fo rd said, stems fro m 
a shared co nv ictio n that “we 
can master o u r fu tu re.” 
The President co ntinu ed: “As 
the resu lt o f the wo rk we hav e 
started, the peo ple o f o u r co u n­ 
tries can lo o k fo rward to mo re 
jo bs, less inflatio n and a great­ 
er sense o f eco no mic secu rity .” 
The six -natio n declaratio n 
co ntained a lengthy passage re­ 
lating to a co mbined appro ach 
to the internatio nal energy 
crisis. Its main po ints: 
—The wo rld’s eco no mic ex ­ 
pansio n is directly linked to the 
av ailability o f increasing su p­ 
plies o f energy . 
—The indu strialized natio ns 
reso lv ed to make these re­

The NAEP is a pro ject o f the 
Edu catio n Co mmissio n o f the 
States, an o rganizatio n to which 
45 states belo ng. Based in Den­ 


v er, it co ndu cts perio dic tests 
in v ario u s su bject fields to 
measu re the relativ e skills o f 
stu dents fro m y ear to y ear. It 
is fu nded by the Natio nal Cen­ 
ter fo r Edu catio n Statistics, a 
federal agency . 


In a su rv ey o f writing skills 
taken first in 1970 and repeated 
in 19 74, the NAEP tested 80,000 
stu dents in three age gro u ps — 
9 -y ear-o lds, 13-y ear-o lds and 17- 
y ear-o lds who were still in 
scho o l. The test inv o lv ed writ­ 
ing essay s to answer qu estio ns.

tho u gh fo o d prices hav e slo wed 
fro m their rapid climb o f the 
past two y ears, co nsu mers can 
ex pect them to gy rate widely 
fo r many y ears becau se o f 
weather and So v iet Unio n grain 
impo rts, an Agricu ltu re Depart­ 
ment eco no mist said to day . 
“The ev ents o f the last few 
y ears emphasize what we hav e 
tended to fo rget, that a majo r 
so u rce o f price instability is 
natu ral disaster — dro u ghts, 
flo o ds, to o mu ch rain, early 
fro sts, insects and diseases,” 
said Kenneth R. Farrell, depu ty 
administrato r o f USDA’s eco ­ 
no mic research serv ice. 
Retail fo o d prices, which ro se 
4.5 per cent in 1972, so ared 14.5 
per cent in each o f the fo llo w­ 
ing two y ears. 
Department 
ex perts, 
in­ 
clu ding Farrell to day , 
said 
tho se will av erage abo u t 9 per 
cent fo r all o f 1975 and slo w 
do wn fu rther to an annu al rate 
o f 4 to 5 per cent in the first 
half o f nex t y ear. 
Fo o d-price instability will be 
“o ne o f the majo r character­ 
istics o f the nex t decade” and 
mu ch o f the ro ller-co aster ef­ 
fect will be “tied to weather, 
bo th here and abro ad,” Farrell 
said in remarks prepared fo r 
USDA’s annu al Natio nal Agri­ 
cu ltu ral Ou tlo o k Co nference. 
“The emergence o f the USSR 
as a participant in the wo rld 
market means that the in­ 
stabilities o f grain pro du ctio n 
in that part o f the wo rld hav e 
beco me a part o f o u r u ncer­ 
tainties,” Farrell said.

And students 
with A’s and B’s were g etting 
co mments such as, “ this stu­ 
dent is inco nsistent in class- 
wo rk,” “ did no t co mplete the 
required wo rk,” o r “ he lacks 
co ncern fo r neatness.” 
To rry said in o ne instance a 
student who was absent o nly

The Illin ois rate ju mped from 
555.9 in 197 3, the report showed. 
It placed the n ation al av erage 
for 1973 at 415.3 for ev ery 100,- 
000 in habitan ts. The av erage 
for all 50 states plu s Pu erto 
Rico in 19 7 4 wa s 45 8.8. 


The mu rder rate in Illin ois, 
12th highest in the n ation , ex ­ 
clu din g Pu erto Rico, was 11.8 
for each 100,000 in habitan ts, u p 
from 10.4 in 197 9. The rape fig­ 
u re, 14th worst, was 27 .7 , u p 
from 24, an d the robbery rate, 
fou rth greatest, was 313.4, in ­ 
creased from 27 2.8.

13. Then the breath is tested for 
presence of the isotope in the 
exhalted carbon dioxide. The 
amount indicates how well or 
poorly the body’s metabolism is 
functioning. 
Among disorders for which 
breath tests have been devel­ 
oped are: lactose, or milk, in­ 
tolerance; malabsorption of fat­ 
ty and bile acids, and cystic 
fibrosis. 
In the case of milk intoler­ 
ance, for example, the patient 
consumes lactose, or milk sug­ 
ar, labeled with carbon 13. If 
significant amounts of carbon 
dioxide 13 are exhaled after the 
substance should have been di­ 
gested, 
the 
patient’s 
upset 
stomach may be presumed to 
result from milk because the 
lactose is not being metabo­ 
lized. 
The tests also can be used to 
determine how effective some 
drugs are in the treatment of 
metabolic diseases.
